As the first move Coll Cuchi, 
formerly Speaker of the Porto Rican 
House of Representatives, has pro- 
tested to the President against the 
forthcoming issue of Porto Rican 
bonds. Detailed charges of the al- 
leged election frauds are to be in- 
cluded in the memorial to Congress. 
The protest before the President 
deals mainly with the condition of 
the island’s finances and alleged 
waste of public money. 

The protest gives an accounting of 
the island's finances as far back as 
1900 to show that millions of dollars 
in favorable trade balances have been 
gradually reduced until, in 1924, an 
unfavorable balance occurred for the 
first time in 15 years. The protest- 
ers also assert that the island budget 
was increased $6,000,000 in the last 
two years, compared withthe previous 
biennial period, and that, for the first 
time in Porto Rico's history, it was 
necessary, in order to balance the

WASHINGTON, Dec. The le- 
gal right of the United States to col- 
lect reparation from Germany under 
the terms of the existing treaty he- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many has been challenged by the 
British Government. it became 
known here today.

Chamberlain. British Secretarv of 
State for Foreign Affairs. in a note 
which he addressed to Charles Evans 
Hughes, Secretary of State. here. 

While the text of this British note 
has not heen made public. and while 
Mr. Hughes and other officials of th 
State Department refused to digeuss 
it, it was reported in quarters which 
are believed to be well informed that 
Chamberlain holds that there 
nothing in the treaty negotiated he- 
tween the United States and = Ger- 
many which gives to the United 
in reparatic: 
payments made hy Germany under 
the terms of the Versailles Treaty. 

[Article 2, paragraph (4) of the 
treatv of 1921 between the United 
States and Germany provides: that 
while the United States is privileged 
to participate in the reparation com- 
mission, according to the terms of 
part VIII of that treaty, and in an) 
other cimmission established under 
the treaty or under any agreement 
supplementary thereby, the United! 
States is not bound to participate in 
any such commission unless it ghall 
elect to do so.] 

The United States Government 
bases its claims to share in the 
reparations fund collected from Ger- 
many on its rights in law and equity. 
This is the position held by the State 
Department, and it is prepared to 
maintain that stand.

Effect of Treaty 

Mr. Chamberlain, in his note, 
points out that everything that Ger- 
many could possibly pay had been 
pledged under the Versailles Treaty, 
and that, therefore, there was noth- 
ing left for it to agree to pay the 
United States. The British, accord- 
ing to quoted statements in Mr. 
Chamberlain's note, were surprised 
that the United States should have 
asked for anvthing. since it had been 
understood that it repudiated all 
claims for reparations, and this was 
asserted to have been publicly stated 
by Mr. Hughes in a speech delivered 
at New Haven, Conn. 

It is recalled that in the Armistice 
agreement the United States Was 
joined with the other powers which 
had foucht against Germany ifn the 
protection of its interests. The fact 
that the United States Senate did 
not ratify the Versailles Treaty did 
not deprive it of its rights. No two 
powers can make a treaty which 
would deprive a third of rights and 
claims. 

The New Haven Speech 

According to the stand taken 
some British statesmen, the si{gna- 
tories to the Versaiiles Treaty toon 
evervthing there was, leaving 
nothing for the United States.

CLIMB IN 23 INDUSTRIES 


Average Weekly Earnings Go From $25.98 to $26.45, or 
to 111 Per Cent Above 1914, Survey Shows— 
Labor Hours Lengthened

NEW YORK, Dec. 22—Average | 
weekly earnings of those employed | 


in United States industries have 
advanced from $25.98 in September, 
to $26.45 in October, or to 111 per 


cent above those of July, 1914, ac- 
cording to the National Industrial 
Conference Board, in a statement 
issued here. The 
tinues as follows: 


The rebound from the long drop 
in employment that ended in July 
last goes on with increasing, if not 
astonishing speed. During August 
and September employment had in- 
crensed 34% per cent, and as October 
was the month just before the 
presidential election, when nobodv 
eould be certain what thé) political 
outcome would be, it was widely felt 
that industral employment would do 
well if it held its own and wauld 
de very well if it gained as much as 
it had in September. 

But instead of this, the figures 
for October, just collected by the 
board for 23 industries, show an in- 
crease for the three months since 
July of 7.2 per cent, as compared 
With 3.5 per cent, the increase in the 
two months ending in September. 
That is to say, the percentage of in- 
crease for the three months is more 
than double that for the two. This 
is considered an excellent augury 
for November, when the election 
was out of the way and when in- 
dustry usually forges ahead, elec- 
tion or no election. 

The causes of the long decline that 
led up to the conditions that ob- 
tained in July, 1924, are still in dis- 
pute. Although, at the close of the 
customary. midsummer lull in 1923 
money was plentiful and the credit 
structure was sound, the “lull” 
graded into a definite Qownward 
trend. 

In some industries the lAck of 
orders caused a marked reduction of 
force by September, 1923, and a dras- 
lic one later. Between April, 1923. 
and July, 1924, about one-fourth of 
the wage-earners employed in the 
“3 industries on the earlier date 
were dropped. In July, however, 
conditions changed and employment 
took an upward trend, slowly at 
first, but with increasing speed. 

Of the 10 industries that had re- 
ported the heaviest reductions in 
force from April, 1923, to July, 1924, 
seven appear also in the list of the 
16 “who report the heaviest gains 
from July to October. Rubber re- 
ported an increase of 44.5 per cent, 
“as against its former loss of 36.9 pe 
cent; iron and steel, 23 per cent, 
against loss of 31.8 per cent: wool, 
12 per cent, against loss of 24.5 per 
eent; agricultural implements, %.4 
per cent, against 30.4 per cent: 
paper and pulp, 5.8 per cent, against 
loss of 20 per cent: furniture, 4.4 
per cent, against loss of 21.2 per 
cent, and automobiles, 3.9 per cent, 
against a loss of 38.9 per cent.

placed and that the money is spent 
at times when it will least compete 
for labor with other industries. 

So also it may be wise to borrow 
in, order to build schools to train the 
young and enable them to earn more 
in later years than they otherwise 
could. Also it may be well to bor- 
row to build roads so that will de- 
velop commerce by, for instance, 
enabling farmers to get their prod- 
uce to market and opening up new 
areas for cultivation. 

Most state and local borrowings 
were, at least ostensibly, to provide 
streets, roads, and bridges, schools, 
sewers, water supplies, public build- 
ings, parks, and light and gas plants, 
named in order of amount expended 
in 1923 and ranging from 314 miil- 
lions for streets, roads and bridges 
and 203 milllons for schools down to 
16 millions for light and gas works. 

The expenses for .education, for 
instance, in °'1922, totaled $1,580, 
000,000 for carrying on the public 
schools, in addition to the use of 
school property valued at $2,409,- 
000,000. Education is steadily in- 
fCreasing in cost. It doubled he- 
tween 1918 and 1923. Today more 
children are taught for mcre years 
by better trained teacherg in better 
buildings than they eve. were be- 
fore. 

Roads, not including city streets, 
are a very costly factor.

This vear, for 
the first time since 1919-20, the 
American wheat crop will be clearly 
remunerative to the growers. In 
many other countries the price ad- 
vantage to growers will be largely 
offset by reduced vields and lower 
suality. 

The experience of this vear indi- 
eates that, within Hmits, when the 
value of wheat in relation to other 
commodities drops to a distinctly 
low point, there is considerable elas- 
ticity in the demand and consider- 
able resistance to further decline in 
prices. This elasticity ts afforded by 
the ready use of wheat as feed and 
by the ease of substitution in human 
diet.

On flying to Washington the ship 
naturally lost weight hy consuming 
gasoline, and it was therefore dificult 
to land her.

In the United States this is amply 
demonstrated by people of all Euro- 
pean races living and co-operating 
together peacefully. 

In a great democracy such as this 
we have a grave duty to perform in 
shaping international policies. The 
people must be directly behind the 
Department of State, or it cannot 
function other than gropingly. 
Women, as the conservers of human 
life, should influence these policies in 
the direction of international peace. 

Are Forgetting War’s Lessons 

The greatest tragedy of the re- 
cent war, so far as America is con- 
cerned, is that we have so soon for- 
gotten the lessons it taught. The 
only things we gained frem_ this 
war are the four following points of 
information: 

1. That we are not yet too civil- 
ized to fight. 

2. That being 
prevent war. 

° That wars settle nothing, but 
humanity must find another way of 
settling its disputes. 

4. That the United States can- 
net remain out of future wars. 

From the beginning cf our his- 
tory America has loved peace. Only 
recently has it been counted a dis- 
grace to. strive for peace and 
against war, and this false senti- 
ment must be done away and our 
country take its rightful place as a 
peaceful leader in the world.

The world may talk peace and 
want peace, but we are not doing 
enough to insure peace. The men 
who want war are bringing another 
conflict to us through their active 
efforts in its behalf. The military 
leaders are going through their 
countries urging bigger armies and 
exreater preparations for war. The 
nirplane and the gas manufacturers 
are vieing with one another for 
maximum production. In’some coun- 
tries of Europe there are more men 
under arms today than there were 
during the war. 

Now if we do not want war and 
there are threats of war in the world, 
what can we do? -Women are not 
impotent. The 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 
organized women in the United 
Htates can demand and get peace and 
zeod will. If they can do nothing 
more they can at least talk, and since 
even the League of Nations has 
found that only moral suasion can 
be employed to bring about peace 
we have the only weapon that is 
necessary. We should talk peace 
daily, and work for peace daily. 
Every woman should actively engage 
in this work to the point of talking 
peace for 5 minutes before breakfast 
every morning, if necessary. 

The United States cannot afford to 
Wait for every tangle in Europe to be 
straightened out before it is willing 
to ¢o-operate toward peace. FEurope 
is in the League of Nations and the 
World Court todayt and the United 
Siates is not; and does not this show 
that Europe is striving? The United 
States has stood apart until it has 
practically defeated several attempts 
ara permanent establishment of 
peace. We must give up this false 
standard of isolation, and take up 
the task of rebuilding the world. 
Jet the women of America determine 
Ao do this, 80 that every child born 
tnto the world may be assured of 
love and mercy and peace. 

: A Daty of America 

Mrs. Schoonmaker traced the de- 
velopment of duties resting upon 
American women from the time 
when they were considered solely in 
the light of wives and mothers up 
to the assumption of economic and 
political responsibilities, and 
clared that they must now accept 
the added burden of international re- 
sponsibilities. The argument that 
a woman's time is full, she said, is 
no more true now than it was a hun- 
cred years ago, before the addition 
6f many duties, and there is no 
reason why she should not accent 
her new responsibilities with grace 
and discharge them with efficiency. 
She continued: 

Many have felt that Furope should 
lead in international affairs, because 
in Europe there are many civilized 
eountries situate; close two 
ther, while in America we enjoy a 
eertain -pbhysical isolation.

That point 
has not yet been certainly reached, to 
be sure, but its existence somewhere 
around the corner ever oppresses the 
designer. 

Analysis of Total Lift 
The total lift of an airship is, of 
course, directly proportional to the 
volume of the gas cells, and that total 


lift can be considered as allocated 
under five Readings: structure, power 
nlant, fuel and oil, crew and essential 
navigating equipment, and pay load.. 
To form a clear idea of the relation- 
ship between pay load a unit of volume | 
or pay load a unit of operating cost. 
and the size of the ship. the varia- 
tiens ‘of each of the other four fac- 
tors must be considered separately. 

Structural weight increases roughly 
ity the same proportion as volume, al- 
though it would probably be found, 
‘with increasing experience on the very 
big ships, that the percentage of total 
lift going into the structure of hull 
and cars can be cut someghat below 
present. figures. As an approximation 
to what is probable in that direction, 
it may be said that a doubling of vol- | 
ume should raise the weight of the 
structure by about $0 per cent. 

It is on the power plants and the 
fuel. consumptoin that the great suv- 
ing comes if the large and small ships 
be assumed to operate at the same 
speed. The power required to drive 
the hull and its appendages through 
the air varies as the cross-sectional 
area, not as the volume, and the en- 
gine power, and therefore the engine 
wel need to be increased by only . 
59° per: cent ,When the volume, is 
alr umed, goes up 100. The

under these heads, of course, becomes 
most impressive when the speed is high 
and the distance to be covered great, 
as it is in that case that the contri- 
butions of the engines and fuel to the 
total weight loom largest. 

The weight of the necessary crew 
and of the instruments and other 
equipment needed for flight but not 
covered under any of the headings 
so far mentioned increases with vol- 
ume, but not in the same proportion. 
The crew, in particular, would not need 
to be twice as large on a 5,000,000- 
cubic-foot ship as on the ZR-3. An 
assumption of increase of this item 
by 75 per cent with doubled lift is 
probably safe. 

Taking Particular Cases 

To see where all this leads, it 
simplest to take a couple of particu- 
sar cases, those of a-line from New 
York to Chicago, a distance of 860 
miles, at 60 miles an hour, and of a 
itrans-oceanic route 4000 miles long, , 
covered at 70 miles an hour. Ships 
of 2.500.000 and 5,000,000 cubic feet 
will be compared in both cases, on the 
assumptions that they must carry 
enough fuel to insure reaching port | 
against a steady head wind of 30 
miles an hour and that their power is 
sufficient, when all the engines are | 
run at full throttle, to give a speed 
20 per cent in excess of the cruising 
speed normally maintained during, 
the voyage. 

The detalls of the calculations need | 
not be recited. The engine power re- 
quired .varies from 1730 horsepower 
for the smaller ship in the first case. 
to 4400 for the larger in the second 
case. The pay loads in the first in- 
stance work out at 38 tons and 34 
tons, hardly out of proportion § to. 
the volumes, and at 3 tons and 17 
tons in the second. It is in the long- 
distance voyage that the advantage 
of the large ship shows up clearly. 


(ontrol Ineffective at Low Speed 


There is, however. one catch about 
this advantage. The longitudinal 
eontrol of an airship becomes ineffec- 
tive at low speeds, and the speed at 
which steerage way is lost is higher for 
the large ship than for the small one, 
increasing about 12 per cent with 
doubled volume, It is not, therefore, 
practicable to economize power with 
the giant craft by throttling down and 
traveling at very low speed in still air. 
or with a favoring wind to the same 
extent to which that process can be 
earried with a hull of more modest 
size.

In Admiral Moffett's announcement 
attention was given to the cost of 
rigid airships, and the navy's con- 
clusion appears to be, in summary, 
that total cost will range from 50 
cents to $1 a cubic foot, 
on the type of ship and the number 
to be built from one set of

Allowing that $89 
per cent of the total cost is in the 
structure, Which is probably fair, and 
that the average cost of the raw ma- 
terials of the structure, principally 
duralumin, wire, and fabric, is $1.50 a 
pound, it apears that at the higher 
of the figures mentioned by Admiral 
Moffet the expense for labor must be 
more than 20 times that for material. 
There is ample room there for im- 
provement, and improvement will 
come with experience and with in- 
creased production of rigid airships, 
although it is hardly likely that the 
pre-war steel-shipbuilding costs of 
about $50 a ton of capacity will be 
even remotely approached. 


The British in Africa 
The exploitation air lines’ in 
Africa has so far been purely a French 
pastime, and the French have applied 
themselves with energy to the work 


of connecting up the principal com- 
»munities of Moroces, Algeria and 
Tunis with air routes. It is a little 
.Surnmprising that it should have been 
so, for a great deal of effort was ex- 
‘pended in the spring of 1920 in the 
preparation of an “all-Red"’ route from 
‘Cairo to the Cape and in the first 
‘flights over parts of that route. The 
troubles encountered bv those who 
sought to fiv the whole length of the 
continent, however, must have oper- 
ated to cool any interest that had 
existed in commercial operation in that 
‘region. 

It appears that interest again 
awakening, for it is now reported that 
a pathfinding squadron is to under- 
take a “raid” of about 6000 miles total 
length, starting from Cairo, and that 
the ultimate object is the inauguration 
of a regular line connecting Khartoum 
and Mombasa. The amount of traffic 
likely to go by air between those cities 
is somewhat problematical, but. as is 
often the case in establishing colonial 
transport enterprises, political con- 
siderations may rest in the seule. It 
is «a striking coincidence, if nothing 
more, that there should be an awak- 
ening of British aerial activity in 
‘northeastern Africa and a proposal to 
bring commercial fiving to the Sudan 
at the very time when political ten- 
sion along the upper reaches of the 
Nile is so singularly .acute as now.

HE town of Baker, Ore., with a' 


population of 10,000, has solved 

the problem of cleaning the 
streets in an unusual and effective 
manner. The source of the city’s 
water supply is a reservoir, fed by 
mountain streams, built on top of a 
mountain about 1000 feet above the 
street level. Coming from. this 
height, the pressure of the. water 
under gravity is sufficient to throw 


a stream from an ordinary fire hose 
a distance of 100 feet or more, thus 
making the use of fire engines for 
puimping water unnecessary. Ail that 
is required is to attach a hose to one 
of the numerous water plugs, turn 
on the water, and a stream of suffi- 
cient force is furnished to combat 
any fire that may occur. 
This arrangement suggested to one 
of the city officials a scheme for 
flushing the streets. As the water

plugs were too far apart to permit 
half a block being 


flushed at a time, unless a very long 
and unwieldy hose were used, he set 
about contriving a device which 
would carry a hose of any desired 
length and with a minimum of labor. 
The result was a portable hose in 
the shape of sections of iron pipe, 
10 feet long and two inches in diam- 
eter, coupled together with short 
pieces of hose, the whole being 
mounted on Jittle iron wheels placed 


‘at the ends of each section of pipe. 


In this way hose of sufficient 
length to cover an entire block is 
easily drawn about by a horse, the 
nozzle of the hose being attached to 
the end at Which the horse is har- 
nessed. The pieces of hose connect- 
ing the sections of iron pipe render 
the whole affair more or less flexible, 
so that it can be turned in any diree- 
tion or even doubled on itself. As 
soon as one block i: flushed, the 
hose can be easily drawn to another 
on without the necessity of winding 
it up or taking it apart.

Thus a temporary wall 
of discarded motor cars held the 
stream in check until, in a month, 
the rains slackened enough to permit 
construction of a permament dike 
to turn the stteam back into its 
natural channel under the draw 
spans of the three bridges over the 
Red River. 

The permanent dike, begun up- 
stream above the caving bank, was 
constructed diagonally down the 
river for more than 2000 feet. It 
was formed of two rows of heavy 
wooden piles, firmly braced. To this 
structure was attached on both sides 
a mattress of woven willow tree 
trunks, a few inches in diameter. 

Direction of Current Changed 

As the dike lengthened, the 
rent began changing its direction. 
Upon completion, six months later, 
the channel was several hundred feet 
from its former course. Today on a 
high and dry sand bar, formed be- 
hind the dike where once was: 20 to 
o feet of water, a heavy carpet of 
willows is growing. 

A smaller dike was built, extend- 
ing at right angle into the river, to 
straighten the channel and to pro- 
tect the city “batture”’ and railroad 
and traffic bridge piers.

TUDENTS who have to earn the 
cost of their tuition, books,

The different ways of earning 
one’s maintenance while in college 
and the effect of them on a student's 
development as he passes through, 
have concerned me since my own 
student days. I attended lectures 
with young men who got their edu- 
cation in this manner, and now for 
several vears I have dealt with 
others as an adviser and teacher. 
The kinds of work they undertake 
are almost beyond belief, 
from mowing lawns and doing steno- 
graphic work to peeling potatoes in 
«x restaurant or mining coal under 
hazardous conditions. 

Some of these chaps do remark- 
ably well, and occasionally the ad- 
viser gives approval to methods of 
self-support that in a strict 
he feels sure are not the best. 
my experience [I have dealt 
two blind students who were earn- 
ing a part of their living expenses. 
Neither could see to read a word or 
recognize a friend. One of them 
paid for his keep” by washing 
dishes at his boarding house, vet 
when his. semester grades were al!

Stacles. 

I still recall the prospective young 
‘minister in my Greek class when I 
was a student. He was “waiting 
table” in a hotel for his meals and 
delivering laundry for his clothes- 
und-book money. Of course he spent 
almost nothing for recreation. He is 
vividly before me—-blundering over 
the irregular verbs, making. ridicu- 
lous translations, yet heartily resent- 
ing the mild criticisms that the old 
Greek professor was obliged to make 
of his work. And after class he 
would sometimes protest to me that 
the whole world was down on 
including his teachers.

U. S. Commissioner Declares It Is Effective Because It 
Can Be Continuous in Service—Insists That It is 
Quicker and Cheaper Than Printing

“4 new situation in education has 
arisen and a new method of reaching 
it must be found. I beliewe that radio 
furnishes such a method. Radio is 
cheaper than printing; it reaches its 
audience quicker; it reaches the mass 
of people who will not read printed 
articles; it is more effective because 
it has the imtimate contact of speaker 
and audience; and above all it can be 
continuous im service, which is vitally 
important for us since the only thing 
that educates the public is continuous 
education. Radio can be the means 
of such continuous education. I con- 
sider the inauguration of this service 
one of the most important pieces of 
work that the bureau has ever 
started.”—John J. Tigert, Commis- 
stoner of the Bureau of Education, 
United States Department of Interior. 


_ There are 350,000 teachers in the 
United States who have had no pro- 
fessional training; there are 186,000 
schools employing only one teacher: 
hundreds of thousands of children 
are quartered in portable buildings, 
stores and lofts, and many more 
thousands are studying in halls. cor- 
ridors, and attice; and more than 
4,000,000 children, between five and 
18 years of age, in this country are 
not enrolled in school. 

These and kindred impressive 
facts about our educational life have 
been repeated countless times be- 
fore by word of mouth and through 
the medium of the printed page. 
However, they were never presented 
with more telling effect than when 
John J. Tigert, Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Education, recently, while 
seated in his home at Chevy Chase, 
District of Columbia, spoke into a 
telephone connected to the radio- 
telephone transmitting apparatus of 
the United States Navy Department, 
at Radio, Va. From this point his 
words were wafted through the air 
to an unnumbered invisible audience 
within a radius of hundreds of mlies 
of the Capital.

Educational Development 

Education has gone through many 

phases in this country. In the be- 
ginning, the educator was the phi- 
losopher who worked in his study 
on the theory of education. Then 
came the leaders who stirred and in- 
spired the great mass of teachers 
of the country to new and modern 
methods. This meant that the edu- 
cator had emerged from his study 
but only to the extent of talking 
with those of his own kind. The 
time has now come when it is im- 
portant, in fact essential, that we 
reach not only the teachers, but 
the great mass of common people 
if our experiment in popular educa- 
tion is to be successful. In our 
pride in our advance in the tech- 
nique of education we are liable to 
forget that no progress can be lasi- 
ing which-is not founded upon the 
intelligent understanding of the 
mass of the people. 

But how to reach the people with 
our message has heen a question 
very difficult of solufion. Because of 
changed social and industrial condi- 
tions, the tremendous increase in 
population in this country, the pace 
at which we live, the rapidity with 
which changes are brought about, 
and the need of disseminating in- 
formation quickly—a new situation 
in education has arisen and a new 
method of meeting it must be ¢m- 
ployed. 

Radio furnishes that method. It 
is not a substitute for printing, but 
a new means of meeting modern 
educational conditions which hith- 
erto the Bureau of Education has not 
been able tao meet with the tools it 
its command. 

Radio is cheaper than printing: 

reaches its audience more quick- 
ly: it interests a mass of people who 
will not read printed articles; it 
has the advantage of intimate con- 
tact between speaker and audience; 
and, above all, it can be continuous 
in service. The thing that educates 
the public best is continuous educa- 
tion. Radio can be the means of 
such continuous education. 

For these reasons I consider the 
inauguration of this radio seryice 
one of the most important pieces of 
work that the Bureau of Education 
has ever undertaken.

— teresting exhibit calcu- 
The lated to show that, 
whi a matter of fact, the 
Vanishing much-discussed postal 

Postal deficit, the alleged exist- 

Deficit ence of which has been 
urged as a reason why 
higher rates should be 
imposed upon certain classes of mail matter, 
has all but vanished. Mr. Elisha Hanson, rep- 
resenting the association, points out that in 
its report to Congress upon the cost of handling 
the mails the Post Office Department calculated 
that the entire cost of handling congressional 
and departmental matter in the mails was 
$6,571,980.39. But he calls attention to the 
significant fact that the Postmaster-General, 
in his annual report, which was made public 
the day before the cost ascertainment report 
was sent to Congress, set forth that the actual 
cost of handling the public mail for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1924, was $12,842,659, 
indicating a difference of more than $6,000,900 
in the figures presented in two official reports 
which went to Congress practically simultane- 
ously. | 

For many years it has been customary fo 
the Post Office Department, in estimating and 
discussing its apparent deficits, to attribute 
certain millions of dollars to losses in handling 
one class of mail, and other millions to losses 
incurred in handling some other class. But it 
is pointed out that if one is to accept the esti- 
mates made by the Postmaster-General in his 
report sent to Congress on Dec. 1, it will appear 
that the total operating deficit incident to the 
transactions for the fiscal year ending with 
June last was $14,463,976. Deducting the cost 
of public service rendered, assuming the Post- 
master-General’s figures to be correct, the cost 
to the people on the general operation of the 
department for the fiscal year was $1,621,317. 

Figures are often uninteresting things, and 
their repetition quickly becomes monotonous. 
But some comparisons are made which indi- 
cate the generosity displayed by Congress in 
providing for activities no more important 
than the handling of the mails. As against 
the sum shown to be necessary to care for the 
postal deficit, it is pointed out that in the period 
under review $32,300,000 was appropriated for 
the construction of public roads; an additional 
sum of $254,774,666 was authorized for various 
nublic works operations under the direction of 
the Department of the Interior; $297,097,250 
was voted for the Navy Department, and 
$252,150,231 to the War Department. None of 
these are expected to produce revenue, and 
every dollar spent was raised through the levy 
of general taxes. 

Mr. Hanson, in summarizing and analyzing 
the figures, argues that if to the $13,000,000 
assumed as the sum representing the cost of 
free service to the Government, there is added 
$20,000,000 claimed to have been lost as a 
result of the public policy of giving free circu- 
lation to certain publications, as well as the 
$15,000,000 which the department records as 
the loss because of the favored rates which 
Congress has authorized for other publications, 
it will be shown that on its revenue-producing 
‘service the department operated at an extraor- 
dinary profit. 

It is the reasonable contention of newspaper 
publishers that it is shown by the department’s 
own statistics “that the present mail rates for 
publications have passed the point of dimin- 
ishing returns.” It is pointed out that during 
the last six years a 100 per cent increase in 
newspaper rates has been authorized by Con- 
gress, and that in this same period Congress 
has authorized a decrease in first-class rates, 
a decrease in third-class rates, and what was 
equivalent to a decrease in fourth-class rates. 
The returns from newspaper mail have in- 
creased by 2.29 per cent, it appears. It would 
seem just to insist that it would be unfair to 
increase, by 100 per cent or any other figure, 
the rate on the only class of mail that has 
absorbed such an added heavy burden since 
the end of the war.

strife caused by the 
political ambitions of 
two rival factions and 
probably furthered by néighboring states who 
hope to benefit by the success of their own 
particular champion. The right of Fan Noli, 
the present Prime Minister, to govern the 
country is contested on the battle field by 
Ahmed Bey Zoghu, who was swept out of office 
during the revolution last May and found 
refuge in Belgrade. Immediately Italian agita- 
tors see the hand of Jugoslavia guiding Ahmed 
Zoghu in his ambitious designs to regain control 
of the Government, while Jugoslavian scribes 
look askance at Italy. 

Rome and Belgrade keep the world informed 
about the movement of troops, the clashing of 
arms, the dispatch of warships. How much 
their reports are at variance is beside the 
point. Out of Albania itself the only infor- 
mation that filters through comes from Tirana, 
the seat of government, and, as is to be 
expected, gives alone the present Government’s 
point of view. From the conflicting versions 
of events it is evident that the hostilities have 
gone beyond mere frontier clashes. Italy has 
sent warships to Durazzo and San Giovanni di 
Medua, seaport towns on the Adriatic; to safe- 
guard its communications. Jugoslavia is keep- 
ing a watchful eve on happenings and taking 
all necessary precautions. Greece and Bul- 
garia are reported to be astir. 

As to the extent to which the disorders will 
spread it is idle to speculate.

complications are likely to ensue. Albania 
emerged from the war a free and independent 
state, and embarked, like many other post-war 
states, on a program of house cleaning. Dur- 
ing thé European conflagration covetous eyes 
were cast upon its seaports and some of its 
inland territory. 

Serbia even argued that Albania had no 
definite borders, and therefore no right to 
complain. But this defect the Council of 
Ambassadors remedied, and thereby removed 
one of the chief causes of trouble. Left to itself, 
the country was given an opportunity to develop 
in peace. The task before the successive gov- 
ernments bristled with difficulties, as armed 
bands secreted in the hills kept the country in 
a constant state of unrest, and a depleted treas- 
ury hindered progress. 

In the face of such difficulties, however, a re- 
organization gradually took place and the dawn 
of a new era for Albania seemed to be breaking. 
Fan Noli, indeed, contended that next year would 
find the country without a deficit in its state 
accounts. Assistance from the League of Na- 
tions and assurance of the prevention of direct 
interference from outside which such a body 
affords have done much for Albania. The Corfu 
incident is proof enough of the force of public 
opinion which the League can wield. It is, then, 
internal problems alone that now confront Al- 
bania, and all the country asks is an oppor- 
tunity to work them out in its own way, 


unhampered by its neighboring states.

good fruit through directing many minds to 
the sources of the yuletide trees and to the 


. questions involved in the transfer of voung 


firs and balsams from cold hilltops to warm 


| firesides. 


While this excellent process is going on pos- 
siblvy some of the eloquent advocates of leaving 
all the voung green trees out on the hills may 
catch glimpses into the deeper recesses of the 
question and discover in those mystical depths 
that perhaps the transfer of the little trees from 


| bleak pastures to city homes brings joyful hints 


and inspirations and memories of inestimable 
value to thousands of hearts, and that it can be 
done in a way that instead of injuring the forests 
will improve them both in beauty and in their 
value as measured in dollars and cents. 

Impressive word pictures are drawn of the 
devastation caused by the Christmas tree trade. 
Barren hillsides once covered with lovely and 
ennobling woods are portrayed. The careless- 
ness of greedv farmers who strip growing for- 
ests from their lands and leave them barren and 
valueless as well as unsightlv is properly re- 
buked. Doubtless there has been too much of 
that sort of commercialism in the past, and im- 
mense and needless damage has been done. But 
there is evidence that the owners of the grow- 
ing trees are waking up to mistakes of that kind, 
and are learning how to cull out the young trees 
that can be spared without injuring but rather 
improving the growths that are left. The for- 
estrv bureaus of states and the Nation have done 
greai work in recent years in teaching farmers 
and buvers of the trees how to do this. * 

It might be well to remember also that the de- 
mand for Christmas trees is by no means the 
worst foe of the forests. For example, the for- 
estry experts say that there are several times 
as many acres of woods cut over in the United 


| States every year to make toothpicks as there 


are for Christmas trees. Wouldn’t it help 
forest conservation more to discourage the use 
of toothpicks somewhat, or at least teach those 
who take .trees to make them how to do it 
wisely, rather than to shut down too drastically 
on yuletide greens? 


Forestry experts in Washington and else- 


| where, whose main business in life is to pro-

The trees that are not 
cut, but left, grow better. and faster than they would if 
not thinned out.

Old World Christmas Customs 


Christmas on Ellis Island may seem a dreary fate for | 


the 700 immigrants who are knocking at the gates of 
America. Even with a camouflage of Christmas trees, 
few people would choose to celebrate the season in a 
station waiting room. But for the newcomers who can 
find solace in the past the gaunt hall will glow with 
memories. 

The Island tree will recall to the Jugoslavs their own 
Yule log known as “Badnjak,” freshly cut and placed with 
one end in the fire so that it lasts through the holiday. 
On Christmas morning thelr neighbors are received, the 
first to arrive being handed a shovel with which to strike 
the log. As the sparks fly out the guest recites: “Be unto 
you as much cattle, as many horses, as many goats, as 
many sheep, as many hogs, as many beehives, as much 
good fortune and prosperity.” Small mangers are built 
in many homes. 


The Serbs, who are of the Greek Orthodox religion, | 


strew the floors with hay. This symbolizing of the man- 


ger has been transplanted to American soil, where even | 
the city dwellers manage to get bits of hay or straw from | 


near-by stables. 


The custom of growing wheat on a plate is also ad- | 
hered to in America and a big, ring-shaped cake is baked, |

Orthodox Norwegians in America observe two days 
known as first and second day Christmas, on both of 
which religious services are held. The Norwegian word 
for Christmas (and the Swedish and Danish as well) is 
“Jul,” which was the name of the mid-winter religiouz 
festival of ancient Norsemen prior to the introduction of 
Christianity in Norway.

Christianity was accepted by Leif Ericson in the vear 
1000, just before embarking on the voyage which led to 
his discovery of the North American continent. As the 
pagan Jul festival was so close to the anniversary of the 
birth of Christ, the old word with which people were 
familiar was retained as the name for the Christmas 
festival. 

The Swedish celebration is very similar to the Nor- 
wegian, but, if anything, the Swedes go more thoroughly 
into the matter of Christmas feasting than any of their 
Scandinavian brothers. A feature of their Christmas

Wanted—A Burglar 


| To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


May I correct a statement appearing in a rpgcenpt num- 


| ber of The Christian Science Monitor? 


“So far,” you say, “there is not’a single American 
man, or enterprising 


ing the distribution of property.” 

The fact is, that we need just such a man to talk in 
some of our courses at Antioch. Antioch students are 
spending part of their time in practical economic work, 
and the college has adopted a business code for the 
students’ guidance. It is as follows: 


Sound business is service which benefits all the parties 
concerned. To take profit without contributing to essential 
welfare; to take excessive profit: to cater to ignorance, 
credulity, or human frailty; to debase taste or standards for 
profit; to use methods not inspired by good will and fale 
dealing; this is dishonor. Whenever I make or sell a 
product or render a business service, it must be my best 
possible contribution to human well-being. 


There is a saying I often repeat at Antioch: “For 
must work or steal—howsoeer we name our 


stealing.”” Now, the point about having the burglar 


| talk to us is this—nmo man steals his living from society 
| without first developing a philosophy to satisfy himself. 


He must keep his self-respect at any cost. Some of 
these philosophies which put the conscience to sleep are 
in good repute in society. The man who lives on inher- 
ited wealth without making his own contribution to 
society; the man who dodges taxes: the man who makes 
and sells what people-do not need; the man who makes 
things that deprave taste; the clergyman who preaches 
what he does not believe-—each has his own philosophy 
to justify his course. 

These pseudo-philosophies are sometimes in very 
good standing, and some are taught in schools as having 
dignity and merit. I tell Antioch students that the 
burglar has a similar one for himself, and we should 
like to have a gentle burglar tell us about his philcso- 
phy, so that our students can see the essential identity 
of the philosophy of all those who steal their livings, 
however they do it. Perhaps if they should hear this 
philosophy from the burglar himself it would be disgust- 
ing, as it is not always when expressed by those who 
exploit society in more generally approved ways 

On the other side of the question, it should be said 
that when modern American industry is measured by 
the Antioch business code, it stands the test on the whole 
very well. A very large part of the efforts of American 
industry is spent in an effort for the economical produc- 
tion and distribution of genuinely useful goods. And 
probably never before in the world’s history have the 
moral standards of business been so high. The philoso- 
phy of the burglar and of some of his more polite fellew 
parasites is losing its standing.
